HINDENBURG TALKS AT HOME 


Will Broadcast Radio Message Two, 
Days Before Election—Stresemann 
Worries Nationalist Leaders.

BERLIN, April 17. — Ex-Chancellor 
Marx, candidate of the Republican bloc 
for President of Germany, held his first 
big meeting in Berlin tonight. While out- 
lining the usual Republican program he 
brought in a new and important plank for 
his platform: the annexation of Austria 
to Germany. Dr. Marx said the question 
of the annexation of Austria was just a 
emall part of the complex question in- 
cluding the security compact agreements 
which are destined to bring peace to 
Europe. _ 

“The first step for the pacification of 
Burope was taken when the London 
agreement was reached,” the former 
Chancellor declared.” “It brought Europe 
onto the road toward a policy of eco- 
nomic horse sense. The next sensational 
step on this road was taken by Germany 
when she offered a security compact to 
France, Germany, for the sake of an un- 
derstanding with France, declaring her- 
self ready to recognize the western bor- 
der such as was made by the war.” 

Because Germany made this offer of a 
truce to France, ex-Chancellor Marx 
feels she has-the right to bring up the 
question of. ayinexation. 

“The t.country. (of @érman culture 
and ‘hi Austria,” he seid. The 
annexation to the brother State of Aus-. 
tria and the creation of a greater Ger- 
many, the dream of more than ‘a century, 
can be demanded now when: the. security 
compact is under discussion, This de- 

d already has been outlined in the 
‘Weimar -Constitution. We see it ex- 
pressed all the time in the flag of red, 
black and gold. It is only under these 
Republican colors that it will be possible 
to solve the question of annexation, for 
Austria, for ug and the whole world. , 

‘We don’t lack respect for the old 
flag. It is dear to us as the flag under 
which Germany’s small States con- 
quered, The! flag of black, red and 
gold means more; it speaks to us of our 
mission and our history. The new flag 
is not only that of the Weimar Consti- 
tution, but it is the symbol of greater 


~ Germany and united, free, peaceful de- 


velopment.’’ 

The fact. that Dr. Marx came out so 
stanchly for the annexation of Aus- 
tria was greeted. with enthusiasm by 
the 20,000 Republicans crowding the 
Sportpalast. Marx as a Republican has 
been taxed with lack of courage to 
come out with a statement which was 
not to the taste of the Entente. It is 
known in Berlin that, thanks to the ac- 
tivities’ of Foreign Minister Benes of 
Czechoslovakia, the plan of Austria 
joining Germany is strongly opposed, 
although it is believed that Austria in 
her present position is unable to live. 
Consequently the words of the ex-Chan- 
cellor in favor of Austrian annexation 
were greeted as an act of courage. 
The leader of the Socialists, Hermann 
Miller-Franken, followed Dr. Marx on 
the rostrum. By this time the 20,000 
who packed the Sportpalast were sur- 
rounded by 10,000 more, breaking in on 
all sides despite cordons of Republican 
guards of the “‘Reichsbanner’’ massed 
around the hall and lining all streets 
leading to the Sportpalast. The guards 
were an eager mass of young people in 
gray cotton jackets, marine caps with 
small flags of the Republican colors, 
red, black and gold, flashing in the 
semi-darkness of Berlin’s streets. 

Hindenburg Speaks to Workmen. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg, candi- 
date of the Nationalist bloc, made his 
first stump speech today before crafts- 
men of his town of Hanover. It was a 
colorless speech, the Field Marshal. as- 
suring the sturdy representatives of 
masons, painters, carpenters and other 
crafts they were the backbone of the 
country, for whom he felt the warmest 
sympathy and extended the sincerest 
best wishes for the sake of the Father- 
land. The speech was. broadcast, ‘set in 
heavy type in the Nationalist papers, 
which praise “‘the dignified warmth of 
the ‘Field Marshal’s appeal.’”” The Re- 
publicans do not fail to discover lack 
of force and lack of original thought in 
this first. speech of the Field Marshal 
who is to direct all the parties of Ger- 
many.

SOFIA, April 17.—According to the 
latest figures 150 persons, including 
twenty women and ten children, were 
killed in the bomb outrage in the 
cathedral yesterdey. The outrage. oc- 
curred at 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when a bomb. was exploded while mem- 
bers of the Cabinet ang many of: the 
most prominent politicians, citizens and 
reserye and serving officers and num- 


bers. of the: eral’ public were as- 

sembied in the cathedral for —— 
service of -the Government Deputy, 
General Gheorgieff, who was assas- 
sinated:. Tuesday. evening. 

The roof of.the cathedral and the 
greater part of the building were 
destroyed. Among those — definitely 
known to have been killed are the Chief 
of Police Kissof, Deputies Colonchef and 
Ratchef, the former War - Ministers 
Neresof and General Davidof, and M. 
Lebarski, the — Minister’s private 
secretary. 

The Prime — Professor Tsank- 
off, made the following statement to 
me today: 

‘Bulgaria is passing through ‘a most 
difficult period. . Discoveries of Com- 
munist activities, which were recently 
made, and events of the last few days, 
go to prove that Bulgaria is the object 
of a campaign which aims at the de- 
struction of the peace and order. 

“The . Government has irrefutable 
proofs that, apart from the activities of 
the subversive elements in Bulgaria, 
there also is. considerable collaboration 
from abroad. The -Government is 
conscious of its duty, and regards the 
situation with calm. It nas taken the 
necessary measures within the limits 
of the law to prevent trouble and dis- 
orders. In this task the Government is 
hindered greatly by a lack of sufficient 
means to deal with the situation, but 
hopes that the kriowledge of Bulgaria’s 
real position in competent circles will 
assure the benevolence of the powers.”’ 


Tells of Scene in Cathedral. 


M. Liapchef, the former War Min- 
ister, has given me the following first- 
hand account of the explosion: 

“Suddenly,” he said, “a tremendous 
explosion occurred, and all became dark. 
Fortunately, I was standing almost be- 
low a pair of arches and escaped with- 
out injury, not even losing my balance. 
A minute later the fumes began to dis- 
perse, and with six or seven others I 
found myself. standing while every one 
else was lying on the ground.

If Dr. Guthrie defied 
him by letting Bishop Brown preach in 
St. Mark’s, Bishop Manning warned, he 
would’ take steps to the tor to trial 
for “‘conduct unbecoming a tlergyman.” 
The Bishop éharged Dr. Guthrie with 
“open contempt and defiance of~ the 
authority and Jaw of the Church” in al- 
ready having invited*the heretic Bishop 
to preach in St. Mark’s. 

The Bishop of New York made known 
his attitude toward Bishop Brown in 
two letters which he sent by. messenger 
yesterday afternoon to op Brown 
and to Dr. Guthrie. His letter to Bishop

of Boy Lost When Husband’s 
Divorce, Was Granted.

An appeal by Mrs. Mary Caney 
Thorne, ‘divorced ‘wife of the late Joel 
‘Wolfe Thorne, a banker, from the ap- 
pointment of guardians for her’, 80n, 
Joel Wolfe Thorne, 10 years old, * who 
is heir to part of the large estates: of 
his father ‘and. grandfather, was de- 
cided in her favor yesterday by the 
Appellate Division of.the Supreme Court 
in Brooklyn. 

The higher court reversed the decision 
of Surrogate Gléason’ of Dutchess Coun- 
ty recently, naming as guardians of the 
boy and his property Victor C., Thorne 
and. Samuel B. Thorne, brothers of the 
boy’s father, and the Central Union 
Trust Company. Inthe opinion accom- 
panying the decision by Justice J, Ad- 
dison Young the Appellate Division held 
that Surrogate Gleason was without Jju- 
risdiction to issue the order. 

In the decision reversing the Surro- 
gate the Court says that when the boy’s 
father died the son's legal domicile be- 
came the same as that of his mother, 
which was in New York, County, and 
that proper jurisdiction Jay with the 
Surrogate of that county. Mrs. Thorne 
now lives at 124 East Bighty-first 
Street.

The.Commissioner of Markets has 
passed \in review the establishments 
engaged in ministering to the' daily 
appetite of New York City.

The Federal census of 1920 credits 
New York. City with 9120 keepers 
of restaurants, cafés and lunch rooms.

How explain an in- 
crease in five years of more than 50 
per cent, in the number of, eating 
places as against an increase of less 
than 8 per cent. in population? ‘The 
answer seems to be that the custom of 
taking meals: outside the home has 
spread even faster than the most pes- 
simistic observers’ supposed.

Commissioner O'MALLEY now claims 
4,5 The 1920 census lists 12,285 
grocers; we have now, according to 
Mr. O'MAuuer, 19,000 groceries. But 
the census assigns to the city 15,495 
owners of butcher shops, whereas Mr. 
O’MauveY. now claims only 12, 
Make a ‘certain ‘allowance for the 
chain-butcher “in ‘control of a large 
number of stores and it would still 
appear that. there are less individual 
meat shops today than there were five 
years ago.

THE BRITISH DIRIGIBLE’S 
ESCAPE. 

The experience of the British with 
their storm-buffeted R-33 was even 
more nerve-racking than the strain 
to which the Americah erew of the 
Shenandoah -were subjected when she 
tore loose from her mast at Lake- 
hurst in January, 1924. . She was 
swept out over the Atlantic before she 
could be got under control. Our naval 
men had a bad night out, but the 
‘dawn found them back at the moor- 
ing station, nothing the worse for thé 
adventure. The new American dirigi- 
ble was splendidly handled, particu- 


j larly at the moment of breaking away, 


when there. was danger of colli- 
sion: with the Lakehurst trees and 
byildings. 

The British were forewarned by the 
accident that came near making an 
end of the Shenandoah, but the ques- 
tion may be raised whether such big 
airships can ever be securely held to a 
mast when a tempest of great violence, 
rages. The best shelter for them is 
their house or shed. The risk of tying 
up to the mast must, however, be 
taken; for on active service it is to 
a mast they must be anchored, 
whether on land or at sea. The Brit- 
ish believed, no doubt, that they had 
improved on the fastening that failed 
the Americans, bit they. reckoned 
without the kind of. storm that some- 
times springs up. on the east coast 
and blows. with undiminished fury 
day and night. ig 

It. was lucky for the British that 
they were prepared for the gale and 
well fueled and provisioned. For a 
considerable time their dirigible was 


-out of control, swinging broadside to 


the wind and sagging perilously. Car- 
ried out to sea, it looked as if she must 
sink into the waves.. A white light 
had to be dropped as a signal of dis- 
tress. If engulfed, no human agency 
could have sayed the men on board. 
But training and discipline came into 
play. R-33 was righted and steadied, 
and» when the wind moderated, the. 
ship then being off the Dutch coast, 
it was only a question whether the 
fabric. would withstand.the smashing 
blows of the wind. Her radio was 
Seon working Well.” How badly R-33 
was injured appeared; when a landing 
was finally miade. at. the home field. 
Her nose was crumpled, and although

CHICAGO, April 17.—Three comets ob- 
served in the last three weeks probably 
have never been seen before, according 
to Edwin 3B. Frost, director of the 
Yerkes ‘Observatory of the University of 
Chicago. at Williams Bay, Wis. Barly 
reports ‘had identified the heavenly vis- 
itors with the, periodic Tuttle comet. 
They are not bright enough to be vis- 
ible to-the naked eye ahd it is not like- 
ly that they will become ‘conspicuous 
objects.
